Next in order appear the symp- 
toms: in young children—-loss of or 
a finicky appetite, constipation al- 


ternating with diarrhea, bed-wet- 
ting, night terrors, muscular twitch- 
ing, stammering, lisping, reéstless- 
ness, irritability, obstinacy, fear of 
various kinds, timidity, emotion- 
alism.

he is highly self-conscious; he has 
an insane tendency to do the oppo- 
site to what is requested of him; 
he holds one attitude for a_ long 
time o rconstantly repeats mean- 
ingless gestures.

head and face, impairment of 
vision, adenoids and enlarged ton- 
Sils. 

Treatment of Nervousness 

The first pequisite jin the Itreat- 
ment of the nervows child is change 
of environment. It is generally 
next to impossible to reconstruct 
the child physially and mentally in 


his own home surroundings. On 
the contrary, it is surprising how 
completely changed such a_ child 


becomes after a few weeks’ sojourn 
amid unfamiliar scenes and among 
strange faces. When scch a change 
cannot be carried out home = con- 
ditions must be modified according 
to the requirements of the case. 

The nervous. child should be 
placed under the care of a physi- 
implicitly obeyed. There is no tem- 
cian, whose directions should be 
porizing with these cases—only the 
most rigid regime can bring desired 
reeults. Rest, supervision of stud- 
ies, sufficient sleep, fresh air, con- 
trolled exercise, regulation of the 
diet are essentials in the treatment.

“This reminds me,” writes G. A. 
Marson, of Montreal, to the Gazette, 
“of the mammoth cheese from Can- 
ada which formed part of the Cana- 
dian exhibit and which I saw at the 
World's Columgian Exhibition at 
Chicago in 1898. This enormous mass 
of cheese was manufactured at the 
Dominion Experimental Dairy Sta- 
tion at Perth, Ont. As much as 207,- 
200 pounds of milk were used in mak- 
ing it, that quantity being equal to 
the milk of 10,000 cows for one day 
in September. The cheese weighed

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22,000 pounds net. It was encased 
in the mould or hoop of steel in which 
it was pressed anda _ pressure of 
more than two hundred tons was ap- 
plied to make it perfectly solid. It 
measured 28 feet in circiimference by 
six feet in height. A special truck 
was made for transporting it through 
Great Britain after it left Chicago. 
It was later sold to T. J. Lipton, of 
London, England, who exhibited it as 
a feature of his business in every 
large city of Great Britain and Ire- 
land.” 

Syracuse Fair may have its 12,000- 
lb. cheese, but Canada made and dis- 
played one of 22,600 Ibs. 40 years 
ago. And that record does not seem 
to have been exceeded since that 
time. — Brockville Recorder and 
Times.

A PROPOSED CORRECTIVE FOR 
THE WHEAT SITUATION 

New that the world wheat problem 
jhas been made the subject of discus- 
sicn at a world wheat conference, 
Jan d in view of the virtual failure of 
the Grain Exchange system of mark: 
eting, as evidenced by the extraord- 
inary measures, recently found neces- 
sary, to save the tottering system 
from total collapse, there seems to 
be some hope that wheat will eventu- 
ally be marketed without the inter. 
vention of gamlers—or speculators, if 
that term is preferred. 

After the experience cf last year’s 
wheat prices, and the necessity of 
government financial intervestion, it 
was deemed advisable to peg, for a 
period, wheat prices at the Winnipeg 
Grain Exchange. This action is con- 
clusive evidence that the system is 
incapable of insuring fair prices, and 
that the system is economically un- 
sound. 

The World Wheat Conference 
agreement, as far as putting wheat 
production and marketing on a sound 
economic basis, was quite negative: 
But it has opened a channel through 
which some progress may soon be 
made. The major difficulty is, of 
course, the large world surplus of 
wheat, too much of which Canada 
holds. For dealing with this, and to 
provide against future embaragsing 
surpluses, nothing has as yet been 
done, or proposed. An _ involved 
method of forcing acreage reduction 
is propoved which, it is held by many 
holds little hope of success, because’ 
of its artificiality and mandatory 
character. 

It seems to this writer that it is 
necessary to at once find an econom- 
ically sound way of disposing of at 
least 200,000,000 bushels of her ex- 
cess wheat which cannot be exported, 
because of the international agree 
ment regarding exportation. In the 
absence of any proposal, the follow- 
ing suggestion is advanced.
